Mr.  Mayor,  Mrs.  Whitfield,  and  Gentlemen. — 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1928;  it  is  an  “ordinary” 
Report,  and  therefore  less  detailed  than  the  “survey”  Report  required  at  five- 
yearly  intervals. 

Population. 

It  is  not  possible  to  make  a  reliable  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  town, 
and  for  the  purposes  of  this  Report  the  estimate  for  1927  has  been  adopted  for 
1928,  viz.,  44,960.  The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  is  39,390 — 740  less  than  his 
estimate  for  1927. 

Births  and  Deaths. 

The  births  numbered  602,  and  the  deaths  570.  There  was,  therefore,  a  small 
natural  increase  in  the  population. 

'1'aking  the  population  as  44,960,  the  death-rate  is  12  7  per  1,000.  This.it 
should  be  noted,  is  a  “crude”  rate  ;  that  is  to  say,  it  makes  no  allowance  for  the 
age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  Scarborough  population,  which  is  unfavourable  in 
comparison  with  the  “  standard,”  because  of  the  excessive  number  of  elderly 
people  it  contains.  The  factor  by  which  the  Scarborough  crude  rate  should  be 
multiplied  in  order  to  make  it  comparable  with  other  standardized  death-rates  is 
calculated  by  the  Registrar-General  to  be  o'8c>3.  Multiplying  the  crude  rate  by 
this  figure  we  get  a  standardized  death-rate  for  Scarborough  of  10  2.  This  matter 
is  only  mentioned  to  prevent  mistaken  conclusions  being  drawn  from  comparison 
of  the  Scarborough  death-rate  with  the  others  given  in  the  table  on  page  8.  The 
truth  is  that  in  the  absence  of  a  reliable  estimate  of  the  population,  it  is  unsafe  to 
base  any  conclusions  on  the  death-rate  however  calculated. 

Infant  Mortality. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  (*.*.,  the  number  of  deaths  under  1  year  of  age  per 
1,000  births)  was  53,  being  much  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the  Borough.  For 
the  group  of  smaller  towns  (which  includes  Scarborough)  it  was  60,  and  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  65. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Am  outbreak  of  Small-pox  of  the  mild  variety  began  in  October,  1927 ,  and 
ended  in  March,  1928.  Between  1  st  January  and  24th  March  fifty-two  cases  were 
notified.  One  more  case,  notified  in  July,  led  to  no  further  extension.  Of  these 
53  patients,  49  had  never  been  vaccinated  ;  the  other  four  had  been  vaccinated 
in  infancy  only,  and  as  their  ages  were  50,  47,  59,  and  32  years  respectively,  they 
had  long  since  ceased  to  be  protected  from  infection. 

Conversions. 

Fiftymine  pail  closets  were  converted  into  water  closets,  and  30  abolished 
during  the  year.  The  number  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  just  over  700, 
of  which  about  250  are  in  condemned,  or  condemnable,  premises  or  areas,  and 
about  470  in  premises  which  are  not  condemnable,  about  70  of  the  latter  having 
water  closets  also.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  rid  the  town  as  quickly  as 
possible  of  these  dangerous  nuisances.  Ten  years  ago  there  were  nearly  1,700  of 
them  ;  since  then  more  than  900  have  been  converted  or  demolished. 
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Smoke  Nuisance. 


While  not  so  bad  as  it  was.  the  smoke  nuisance  caused  by  the  Corporation 
Electricity  Works  is  still  the  worst  of  its  kind  in  the  town.  The  only  remedy  is  to 
close  down  the  old  boiler  ;  it  is  anticipated  that  this  will  be  done  in  a  few  weeks 
time.  It  will  then  be  possible  to  deal  with  other  offenders,  which  cannot  be  done 
so  long  as  the  much  greater  offence  of  the  Corporation  continues. 

Milk. 


The  quality  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  town  last  year  was  not  up  to  the  average 
owing  to  a  certain  amount  of  poor  milk  being  sent  in  from  surrounding  districts. 
Fair  average  figures  for  the  fat  and  non-fatty  solids  contained  in  milk  may  be 
taken  as  yj°/0  and  respectively  ;  the  average  figures  for  Scarborough  last  year 
were  :  fat,  3*49  non-fatty  solids,  8-81  %.  Of  78  samples  sent  to  the  Analyst,  15 
were  certified  to  be  deficient  in  fat  (the  deficiency  varying  from  f/0  to  28^)  and  two 
to  contain  added  water.  The  reluctance  of  the  Council  to  prosecute  offenders 
owing  to  the  reluctance  of  the  magistrates  to  convict,  probably  has  a  good  deal  to 
do  with  this  deterioration  in  the  quality  of  the  milk  supply. 

With  regard  to  cleanliness  as  measured  by  bacterial  content  the  following 
figures  shew  that  there  was  a  further  slight  improvement.

Twenty-nine  samples  of  milk  sold  in  the  town  were  examined  for,  and  found 
to  be  free  from,  tubercle  bacilli. 


Housing. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  during  the  year  was  69,  65  by  private  enter¬ 
prise,  and  4  by  the  Corporation,  the  former  figure  representing  a  considerable 
increase,  and  the  latter  a  great  decrease. 


The  national  problem  of  providing  inhabitable  houses  at  rents  which  poor 
people  can  pay  still  awaits  solution. 

The  Cross  Street  and  Dumple  Street  area,  officially  represented  in  January, 
1924,  as  an  unhealthy  area,  has  not  yet  been  dealt  with,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
be  found  possible  to  proceed  with  it  shortly.

i.— STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

Area  (in  acres),  including  land  and  inland  water,  2.727  statute  acres. 

Population: — Census  1921,  46,179.  Estimated  1928,  44,960. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1927  the  population  of 
Scarborough  was  estimated  to  be  44,960.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  was 
39,390.  For  last  year  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  is  38.650,  740  less  than 
that  for  1927.  So  far  as  local  indications  go,  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any 
reason  to  think  that  the  population  of  the  town  is  diminishing.  Year  by  year 
more  houses  are  built  than  are  demolished,  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
and  flats  increase.  Many  of  these  new  houses  doubtless  go  to  the  relief  of 
overcrowding,  but  it  does  not  seem  probable  that  they  all  do  so.  A  further  sign, 
which  is  hardly  consistent  with  a  diminishing  population,  is  the  continuous  rise 
in  the  number  of  children  on  the  registers  of  the  elementary  schools  in  the  town. 
In  March  of  each  of  the  six  years  1924-1929  these  numbers  have  been  : — 41  n, 
4228,  4293,  4362,  4382,  4408. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  report  the  estimated  population  for  1928  will  be 
taken  to  be  the  same  as  for  1927,  namely  44,960. 

Vital  Statistics  based  upon  this  figure  will  of  course  differ  greatly  from  those 
of  the  Registrar  General,  who  estimates  the  population  of  the  town  to  be  38,650. 
For  example,  the  death  rate  given  in  this  report  is  12.7  ;  according  to  the 
Registrar  General  it  should  be  14.7. 

The  number  of  Inhabitated  Houses  (1921)  was  8,577. 

The  number  of  Families  or  separate  occupiers  (1921)  was  8,689. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  town  is  .£358,966,  and  the  sum  represented  by 
a  penny  rate  £1,420. 

Social  Conditions,  Etc. 

The  town’s  chief  sources  of  prosperity  are  : — 

(1)  Catering  for  visitors  during  the  season,  which  lasts  from  Whitsuntide 
to  the  latter  part  of  September,  and  also  during  the  shorter  holiday 
seasons  at  Easter  and  Christmas.  Anything  that  interferes 
with  the  free  advent  of  visitors  during  those  periods  inevitably 
has  an  injurious  effect  upon  the  welfare  of  the  town  and  of 
its  inhabitants. 

(2)  The  Fishing  Industry.  The  average  numbers  of  vessels  fishing  out  of 
Scarborough  are  20  trawlers  and  10  drifters. 

Scarborough  is  also  an  important  market  and  shopping  centre  for  a  large 
surrounding  area. 
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The  public  health  of  the  town  is  not  appreciably  affected  by  any  particular 
occupation  followed  by  the  inhabitants. 

The  maximum  number  of  unemployed  registered  in  the  books  of  the  Labour 
Exchange  were  1319  males  on  the  31st  December,  and  472  females  on  nth 
November.

2  -GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA. 


Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or  by  the 

County  Council. 

A  (1)  Fever. — The  Corporation  Isolation  Hospital  is  situated  in  Newby 
Lane  just  outside  the  Borough.  It  consists  of  an  administrative  block,  a  laundry 
block  containing  disinfecting  chambers,  mortuary,  etc.,  a  porter’s  lodge  and 
discharge  rooms,  and  wards  for  scarlet  fever  (14  beds)  diphtheria  (10  beds)  and 
observation  (2  beds).  There  is  also  the  building  referred  to  under  B  (1). 

The  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  was  146,  including  19  for 
tuberculosis.  Details  are  given  in  the  following  table  : —

(1)  Smallpox. — The  Scarborough  Smallpox  Hospital  is  situated  miles 
north  of  the  town  outside  the  borough  boundary.  It  consists  of  two  wood-lined, 
corrugated  iron  buildings,  on  brick  foundations.  The  larger  building  contains 
two  wards  of  six  beds  each,  with  staff  accommodation,  and  in  the  smaller  there 
are  two  wards  of  two  beds  each. 

Fifty-two  cases  of  Small-pox,  including  one  from  outside  the  Borough,  were 
admitted  to  the  Hospital  during  1928.  All  were  of  the  mild  variety;  their  average 
length  of  stay  in  Hospital  was  21  days. 

B  (1)  Tuberculosis. — A  wood-lined  corrugated  iron  pavilion  at  the  Scar¬ 
borough  Isolation  Hospital  is  used  in  the  summer  months  for  early  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  chiefly  children  of  pre-tubercuious  type. 

For  admissions  during  the  year  see  above  under  A  (1). 

(2)  Maternity. —  Five  beds  for  cases  recommended  from  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  are  subsidised  by  the  Corporation  at  Dybdale  Nursing 
Home,  Avenue  Victoria,  at  a  cost  of  ^5  per  annum,  and  4s.  od.  per  bed  per 
week  when  occupied. 

Forty-eight  patients  made  use  of  the  bed  during  the  year,  the  periods  of 
occupation  totalling  no  weeks. 

This  bed  meets  a  real  need  arising  chiefly  from  the  housing  shortage  and 
from  the  bad  housing  conditions  in  part  of  the  town.  Living  perforce  in 
lodgings  or  in  insanitary  dwellings  many  mothers-to-be  cannot  obtain  the  privacy 
and  healthy  surroundings  which  are  almost  their  first  need,  and  which  this 
provision  assures  them.  In  cases  of  abnormal  or  difficult  labour  the  bed  has 
been  a  godsend. 

(3)  Children. —  The  only  hospital  provision  for  children  is  a  ward  in  the 
Scarborough  Hospital  and  Dispensary.  The  Yorkshire  Children’s  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Kirbymoorside,  is  available  for  orthopaedic  cases. 

Twelve  Scarborough  children,  including  one  admitted  at  the  end  of  1927, 
were  under  treatment  in  this  Hospital  during  the  year,  seven  of  them  sent  by  the 
Education  Committee,  three  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  and 
two  (suffering  from  Tuberculosis)  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council.  The 
defects  from  which  these  children  suffered  were  :  spinal  curvature  (two  cases), 
infantile  or  other  paralysis  (two  cases),  wry  neck  (two  cases),  congenital  dislo¬ 
cation  of  the  hip  joint  (four  cases),  tuberculosis  of  hip  (one  case),  and  tuberculosis 
of  knee  (one  case)  Details  regarding  the  cases  are  as  follows  : —

The  Superintendent  of  the  District  Nursing  Association  is  informed  at  once 
of  each  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  and  of  s  elected 
cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  to  the  Health  Department  ;  a  nurse  then  visits,  and  if 
necessary  takes  on  the  case  for  nursing. 

Midwives. 

The  District  Nursing  Association  maintains  two  midwives,  and  towards 
their  cost  receives  from  the  Corporation  the  sum  of  ^200  annually.  Including 
these  two  there  were  20  trained  and  one  untrained  midwife  practising  in  the  town 
during  the  year.  The  latter  came  off  the  roll  during  the  year.  Of  the  former,  all 
but  two  are  State-registered  general-trained  nurses. 

The  number  of  confinements  attended  in  1928  by  the  D.N.A.  Midwives  was 
150,  and  the  number  of  visits  paid  to  them  was  4,030. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

The  Scarborough  Corporation  is  a  Local  Supervising  Authority  under  the 
Mid  wives’  Act  by  delegation  of  powers  by  the  County  Council.  The  registration 
and  supervision  of  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes  remains,  however,  in  the  hands 
of  the  County  Council. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

The  investigation  of  maternal  deaths  is  undertaken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  association  with  the  practitioner  (if  any)  who  conducted  the  labour. 

Any  necessary  investigation  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  is  also  undertaken  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Bacteriological  examinations  can  be  carried  out 
at  the  North  Riding  Laboratory  of  Pathology  and  Public  Health,  Scarborough, 
consultant  services  are  available  by  arrangement  with  the  Honorary  Surgeons  of 
the  Hospital,  and  nursing  services  are  provided  by  the  Scarborough  District 
Nursing  Association.  No  arrangements  for  the  Hospital  treatment  of  Puerperal 
Fever  have  so  far  been  made.

(b)  Removal  of  House  Refuse. 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  model  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  slaughter-houses 
were  adopted  in  1927.  They  include  Clause  9b  which  forbids  the  slaughter  of 
any  animal  without  previous  stunning  by  means  of  a  mechanically-operated 
instrument.  There  have  been  no  difficulties  in  the  working  of  this  clause. 


3. —SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  new  electric  power  pumping  station  at  Irton.  capable  of  supplying 
million  gallons  per  day,  was  completed  and  brought  into  use  during  1928. 

The  water  supply  of  Scarborough  is  obtained  from  the  Corallian  limestones 
and  grit,  tapped  at  Irton  by  two  wells  with  bore-holes,  428  and  430  feet  deep 
respectively,  at  Cayton  Bay  by  a  spring,  and  at  Osgodby  by  a  well  127  feet  deep. 

Irton  provides  the  bulk  of  the  supply,  Cayton  being  a  useful  addition. 
Osgodby  is  very  little  used. 

Throughout  the  year  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  from  each 
source  were  made  by  me.  The  results  are  shown  briefly  in  the  following  table  : — 
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It  will  be  seen  that  the  Irton  water  after  precipitation  and  filtration  is  a  pure 
and  safe  water. 

The  Cayton  Bay  spring  provides  a  very  pure  water  indeed. 

The  Osgodby  water  is  not  often  used  ;  when  it  is  used  it  is  always  clorinated 
to  obviate  any  risk  there  might  be. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

A  stream  at  Wheatcroft,  which  forms  part  of  the  Southern  boundary  of 
the  Borough,  is  open  to  pollution  by  drainage  from  premises,  including  two 
water-closets,  on  the  borough  side  of  the  stream. 

The  Rural  District  Council  has  recently  laid  a  drain,  towards  the  cost  of 
which  the  Borough  has  contributed,  to  take  the  drainage  from  both  sides  which 
has  hitherto  polluted  the  stream.  It  now  remains  for  the  drainage  to  be  taken 
into  the  drain. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Fifty-nine  pail  closets  were  converted  into  water-closets,  and  30  abolished 
during  the  year.  The  number  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  just  over  700, 
of  which  about  250  are  on  condemned  or  condemnable  premises,  and  about  470 
on  premises  which  are  not  condemnable,  about  70  of  the  latter  having  water- 
closets  also.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  rid  the  town  as  quickly  as  possible  of 
these  dangerous  nuisances.  Ten  years  ago  there  were  nearly  1,700  of  them  ; 
since  then  more  than  900  have  been  converted  or  demolished. 

Scavenging. 

Five  2-ton  S.D.  Freighters  and  a  varying  number  (7-1 1 )  of  horsed  carts  are  in 
use  for  the  collection  of  house  and  other  refuse.  Collection  is  made  once 
weekly  from  private  houses,  and  two  and  three  times  a  week  from  hotels, 
boarding  houses,  etc.,  between  the  hours  of  7  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  The  refuse  is 
tipped  on  Corporation  land  on  the  Southern  outskirts  of  the  town. 

Fish  refuse  is  collected  daily  between  5  and  8  a.m.  from  1st  April  to  30th 
September,  and  between  5  and  9  a.m.  during  the  rest  of  the  year.  It  is  sent 
away  by  sea  or  rail  to  be  used  as  manure. 

Street  gullies  are  regularly  cleaned  and  flushed  by  a  Yorkshire  Steam  Gully 
Emptier,  which  sucks  out  the  contents,  solid  and  liquid,  and  then  flushes  and  seals 
the  trap.  This  is  a  far  more  efficient  anil  sanitary  procedure  than  the  old  manual 
labour  method.  The  vacuum  chamber  holds  the  contents  of  6  gullies,  and  the 
machine  deals  with  40  to  50  gullies  per  day. 

Smoke  Nuisance. 

The  position  in  Scarborough  with  regard  to  smoke  prevention  is  very  unsatis¬ 
factory,  because  the  Corporation  itself  is  still  the  worst  offender.  'The  complaints 
which  are  made  about  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  smoke  from  the 
Corporation  Electricity  Works  are  fully  justified.  There  has  been  some  improve¬ 
ment  recently,  but  the  only  remedy  is  to  close  down  the  old  boiler,  and  this,  the 
Engineer  tells  me,  he  anticipates  being  able  to  do  in  a  few  weeks  time.  It  is 
much  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  be  so,  because  other  offenders  cannot  be  dealt  with 
so  long  as  the  much  greater  offence  of  the  Corporation  continues. 
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Health  Education.  ; 

The  Health  Committee  subscribes  for  1,000  copies  of  “  Better  Health,”  the 
monthly  journal  published  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  of  the 
Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

These  are  distributed  mainly  to  teachers  and  senior  children  in  the  schools, 
and  also  in  the  school  clinic,  in  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics,  to  boy 
scouts  and  girl  guides,  to  boys’  clubs,  to  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  and 
British  Red  Cross  Society  detachments,  and  to  the  Scarborough  Hospital.

1 50  smoke  tests  were  applied  to  house  drains.  Of  this  number  15  were 
found  defective. 

59  pail  closets  were  converted  into  water-closets  during  the  year,  and  30  pail 
closets  were  abolished  on  premises  where  both  water-closets  and  pail  closets 
existed. 

Single  Private  Drain. 

There  were  three  written  complaints  made  to  the  Local  Authority  regarding 
nuisances  arising  from  single  private  drains  belonging  to  two  or  more  owners 
which  required  abatement  under  Section  41  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
and  Section  19  of  the  Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act,  1890. 

Rent  Restriction  Act,  1920-1923. 

Four  applications  were  received  by  the  Local  Authority  under  the  above  Act, 
and  four  certificates  were  granted. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  three  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough,  the 
same  number  as  last  year,  the  whole  providing  accommodation  for  117  persons 
nightly.  162  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  and  in  three  instances  it 
was  found  necessary  to  serve  bye-law  notices  for  cleansing  and  limewashing, 
otherwise  these  houses  have  been  kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  25,419  beds 
were  occupied  during  the  year.  No  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  these 
houses  during  the  year. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  six  offensive  trade  businesses  established  within  the  borough, 
the  same  number  as  the  previous  year.  They  comprise  the  following  trades 
3  tripe  boilers,  1  gut  scraper,  1  tallow  chandler,  and  1  fat  extractor.  In  two 
instances  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  notices  for  cleansing  and  limewashing, 
which  were  complied  with. 


Fish  Curing  Houses. 


There  were  io  fish  curing  houses  in  operation  during  the  herring  season,  as 
compared  with  9  in  the  previous  year,  also  two  firms  were  engaged  in  gipping  and 
salting  herrings  on  the  piers.  31  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  these 
premises,  and  all  were  found  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition  ;  fish  gippings, 
etc.,  were  frequently  removed. 

Manufacturers  of  Potted  or  Preserved  Meat,  Fish  and  other 
Food  (Section  36  Scarborough  Corporation  Act,  1925). 

There  were  39  premises  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  being  the 
same  number  as  last  year.  67  visits  of  inspection  were  made,  and  all  were  found 
in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Bakehouses. 

The  number  of  bakehouses  in  use  within  the  Borough  during  the  year  was 
39,  as  compared  with  48  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  five  underground  bake¬ 
houses  in  use,  four  of  these  being  factory  bakehouses.  78  visits  of  inspection  were 
made,  and  all  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  except  in  one  instance 
where  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  a  notice  for  cleansing  and  limewashing,  which 
was  complied  with.

Rag  Flock  Act,  1911. 

There  are  15  upholstering  workshops  in  the  Borough  ;  all  were  inspected 
from  time  to  time,  and  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition  so  far  as 
cleanliness  and  the  materials  employed  were  concerned.  No  samples  of  rag  flock 
were  procured  for  testing  during  the  year, 

Rais  and  Mick  Destruction  Act,  1919. 

Systematic  efforts  were  still  continued  during  the  year  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  and  mice.  Premises  liable  to  infestation  were  visited  from  time  to  time. 
Thirty-two  complaints  were  received,  and  121  visits  of  inspection  made.  The 
Corporation  Tip  received  special  attention,  numerous  rat  holes  were  treated  with 
Cyanogas  on  several  occasions.

Of  the  12 1  samples  procured  and  submitted  for  analysis  two  samples  were 
informal  samples,  viz.,  one  sample  of  Certified  Milk,  and  one  of  suppositories. 
The  former  sample  was  certified  as  genuine,  and  the  sample  of  suppositories  as 
being  free  from  arsenic. 

Twelve  samples  were  obtained  in  accordance  with  Section  8  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Consolidation  Act,  1915.  In  no  instance  were  proceedings  taken  in  the 
case  of  the  18  samples  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  adulterated.  In  one 
caseE  the  milk  being  8  per  cent,  deficient  in  fat,  a.  letter  of  caution  was  sent  by  the 
Town  Clerk.  One  sample  of  milk  purchased  from  a  vendor  was  certified  as 
having  had  14  per  cent,  of  fat  abstracted;  a  sample  procured  from  the  farmer 
supplying  this  milk  to  the  vendor  was  certified  as  having  had  13  per  cent,  of 
fat  abstracted.  Three  appeal  to  cow  samples  procured  from  the  same  source  were 
certified  as  having  had  20  per  cent  ,  14  percent.,  and  8  per  cent,  of  fat  abstracted 
in  each  instance.  In  the  second  instance  a  sample  procured  from  the  vendor  was 
certified  to  have  had  1  1  per  cent,  of  fat  abstracted.  Two  samples  procured  at  the 
farm  on  delivery  to  the  vendor  were  certified  as  one  being  genuine  and  the  other 
as  having  had  7  per  cent,  of  fat  abstracted.  Appeal  to  cow  samples  taken  on  the 
following  morning  were  certified  as  genuine.  A  letter  was  sent  by  the  Town 
Clerk.  In  the  third  instance  a  sample  from  a  vendor  was  certified  as  having 
28  per  cent,  of  fat  abstracted.  'Two  samples  from  different  churns  were  obtained 
from  the  wholesale  dealer  on  delivery  to  the  vendor,  one  sample  was  certified  as 
having  at  least  26  per  cent,  of  the  fat  abstracted,  and  the  other  4  per  cent,  of  fat 
abstracted.  A  sample  procured  on  delivery  to  the  wholesale  dealer  at  the  farm 
was  certified  as  having  at  least  22  per  cent,  of  fat  abstracted.  An  appeal  to  cow 
sample  taken  on  the  following  morning  was  certified  as  being  deficient  in  fat  to 
the  extent  of  20  percent.  In  the  last  instance  a  sample  procured  from  the  vendor 
was  certified  to  contain  3  9  per  cent  of  added  water,  a  sample  taken  from  the 
wholesale  dealer  was  certified  the  same.  Letters  were  sent  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
asking  for  an  explanation,  followed  by  letters  of  caution. 

In  three  instances  the  Analyst  observed  that  the  milks  were  of  poor  quality 
being  low  in  non-fatty  solids.

One  sample  of  cream  in  cream  horns  was  found  to  contain  boric  acid.  A 
sample  of  the  cream  supplied  to  the  vendor  was  obtained  and  was  found  to  be 
free  from  preservatives.  As  the  vendor  had  died  in  the  meantime  no  further 
action  was  taken. 

Preservatives  in  Food  Regulations. 

i  i  8  samples  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  preservatives  and  colouring 
matter.  All  were  found  to  be  free,  except  boric  acid  was  found  in  one  sample  of 
cream  used  in  cream  horns,  amount  not  stated  in  Analyst’s  certificate.  Two 
samples  of  pork  sausages  contained  preservative  in  the  form  of  sulphites  to  the 
extent  of  99  parts  per  million  and  71  parts  per  million  respectively.  In  the 
latter  instance  the  labelling  was  not  in  accordance  with  the  Order,  and  the  vendor 
was  cautioned  bv  the  Town  Clerk.

Condensed  Milk  Regulations. 

Inspections  were  made  of  all  wholesale  dealers’  premises  where  condensed 
milk  was  kept  or  stored,  and  the  marking  and  labelling  of  tins  containing  this 
commodity  were  examined,  and  all  were  found  in  order.  Three  samples  were 
obtained,  viz  : — one  sample  of  condensed  full  cream  milk  and  two  samples  of 
machine  skimmed  milk.  They  were  submitted  for  analysis  and  found  to  be 
genuine. 

Wholesale  Dealers  in  Margarine. 

There  are  eleven  wholesale  dealers  of  margarine  registered  with  respect  to 
thirteen  premises  within  the  Borough,  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Slaughter-houses. 

The  number  of  slaughterhouses  situated  within  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  23.  Twenty-one  of  these  slaughter-houses  are  situated  in  the  Market 
Hall  Company’s  Yard,  Wrea  Lane;  17  being  in  private  occupation  and  4  used 
as  public  slaughter-houses.  Of  the  remainder,  one  registered  slaughter-house, 
situated  in  Lownsborough  Yard,  is  still  in  use,  and  the  other,  a  licensed  slaughter¬ 
house  on  the  South  Cliff,  has  not  been  in  use  during  the  year. 

413  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year,  either  at  the  time  of 
slaughtering  or  shortly  afterwards.  In  the  case  of  slaughtering  outside  the 
Market  Hall  Company’s  premises  the  usual  notice  is  given. 

In  fifteen  instances  notices  were  served  for  cleansing  and  limewashing,  which 
were  complied  with. 

The  Cash  Captive  Bolt  Pistol  is  the  instrument  employed  for  effective 
stunning  of  all  animals  slaughtered,  and  up  to  the  present  no  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  its  use.

All  diseased  and  unsound  meat  is  removed  to  the  Tallow  Works,  Cross  Street, 
for  rendering  down  for  commercial  tallow,  and  all  offals,  etc.,  were  removed  to  the 
Corporation  Tip,  Seamer  Road,  and  after  being  covered  with  disinfectant  were 
buried. 

Section  32  of  the  Scarborough  Corporation  Act,  1925. 

No  offences  under  this  section,  which  forbids  the  inflation  of  carcases,  were 
recorded  during  the  year. 

Shops  and  Spores. 

1 15  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  to  shops  and  stores  where  meat 
was  deposited  or  stored.  All  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition  except 
in  one  instance  where  it  was  necessary  to  have  the  premises  cleansed  and  lime- 
washed. 

Fried  Fish  Shops. 

There  were  41  premises  at  which  the  business  of  fried  fish  and  chips  was 
carried  on.  82  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  and  special  attention  was 
given  to  the  soundness  of  materials  used,  also  to  the  general  cleanliness  of  the 
premises  and  utensils.  In  four  instances  notices  were  served,  one  for  an 
accumulation  of  fish  refuse,  two  for  cleaning  and  limewashing,  and  one  to  provide 
sufficient  means  of  drainage  for  waste  water.  All  were  complied  with.  The 
general  conduct  of  these  premises  has  been  satisfactory. 

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice  Cream. 

There  were  48  premises  in  which  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream  was 
carried  on.  94  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  these  premises  during  the  year. 
In  two  instances  the  necessary  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  the  manufacture  of  this 
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commodity  being  carried  on  owing  to  the  unsuitability  of  the  premises.  In  one 
case  a  new  warehouse  was  constructed  for  the  purpose,  and  in  the  other  instance 
reconstruction  was  carried  out  so  as  to  render  the  premises  suitable  for  the 
purpose.  In  all  other  instances  the  business  was  carried  on  in  a  fairly  satisfactory 
manner.

5— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

Quality. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  town  was  not  up  to  the  average  last  year 
owing  to  a  certain  amount  of  poor  milk  being  sent  in  from  the  surrounding 
district.  Of  78  samples  sent  to  the  Borough  Analyst  15  were  certified  to  be 
deficient  in  fat  (the  deficiency  varying  from  4^  to  28^)  and  two  to  contain  added 
water.  Not  one  of  the  offenders  was  prosecuted. 

Fair  average  figures  for  the  fat  and  non-fatty  solids  content  of  milk  may  be 
taken  as  and  8  9%  respectively.  The  Scarborough  average  figures  last  year 
were  3  49^  and  8  8 1%.  The  reluctance  of  the  Council  to  prosecute  offenders 
owing  to  the  reluctance  of  the  magistrates  to  convict  probably  has  a  good  deal  to 
do  with  this  deterioration  in  the  quality  of  the  milk  supply. 
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Cleani.iness. 


Forty  samples  of  milk  sold  in  the  town  were  submitted  to  the  North  Riding- 
Laboratory  of  Pathology  and  Public  Health,  Scarborough,  for  examination  of 
their  bacterial  content.  As  a  standard  with  which  to  compare  the  results  we  may 
take  the  standard  laid  down  for  “Grade  A”  milk,  which  must  not  contain  more 
than  200,000  germs  in  a  cubic  centimetre,  and  must  not  contain  bacillus  coli  (a 
manure  derived  germ)  in  i/ioo  cubic  centimetre.  Taking  this  standard, 
which  any  clean  producer  ought  to  have  no  difficulty  in  attaining,  it  was 
found  that  14  samples  (35  per  cent)  did  in  fact  reach  it,  and  26  65 
per  cent)  did  not. 

Of  those  which  did  not,  4(10  per  cent  of  the  total  number)  were  bacterially 
very  dirty,  i  e.,  contained  more  than  500,000  germs,  per  c.c.  or  large  numbers  of 
manure  derived  germs,  or  both,  and  22  (55  per  cent  of  the  total  number)  though 
not  classed  as  very  dirty,  failed  in  one  way  or  other  to  come  up  to  “  Grade  A  ” 
standard. 

The  following  comparison  shews  that  these  figures  were  a  slight  improvement 
on  those  for  1927  : —

The  fact  that  one-third  ol  the  samples  examined  reached  the  standard  of 

purity  laid  down  for  “  Grade  A.  ”  milk  shows  that  the  ordinary  producer  can,  if  he 
will,  produce  clean  milk.  He  can  do  it  without  undertaking  costly  alterations  of 
his  premises.  All  lie  has  to  do  is  to  put  himself  to  the  trouble  of  organising 
cleanly  methods  and  insisting  upon  their  scrupulous  observance  by  his  workers. 
These  methods  are  described  in  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  particularly  in 
Section  23.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  increasing  attention  will  be  paid  to  them  by 
cow-keepers.  The  public  could  do  much  to  bring  about  improvement  by  refusing 
to  be  supplied  with  milk  which  contains  any  sediment  or  does  not  keep  properly. 

Twenty-five  samples  of  milk  produced  in  the  Borough,  and  4  produced  out¬ 
side,  including  3  of  Grade  A.  (Tuberculin  Tested)  Milk  were  biologically  examined 
for,  and  found  to  be  free  from,  tubercle  bacilli.

Chemical  analyses  are  carried  out  by  the  Borough  Analyst,  Mr.  Henry  T. 
Lea,  F.I.C.,  of  Halifax  (see  page  40).  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried 
out  at  the  North  Riding  Laboratory  of  Pathology  and  Public  Health.  None  were 
required  during  1928  other  than  the  routine  examinations  of  milk  for  tubercle 
bacilli  and  for  number  of  bacteria  (see  page  40).

The  53  cases  of  Small-pox  were  all  of  the  mild  variety.  With  the  exception 
ot  one  of  them  they  constituted  the  latter  part  of  the  outbreak  which  began  in 
October,  1927,  and  ended  in  March,  1928.  The  remaining  case  occurred  in  July, 
and  gave  rise  to  no  further  cases.  49  of  the  53  patients  had  never  been 
vaccinated  ;  the  other  four  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy  only,  and  as  their  ages 
were  50,  47,  59  and  32  years  respectively,  they  had  long  since  ceased  to  be 
protected  from  infection.

Non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  are  reported  from  the  schools  by  the  head 
teachers,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  thus  kept  informed  of  the  total 
numbers  occurring. 

The  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings 
is  carried  out  at  the  Workhouse  on  request. 

Facilities  for  isolation  of  infectious  cases  and  for  disinfection  of  infective 
material  are  provided  at  the  Scarborough  Sanatorium. 

No  use  has  yet  been  made  of  the  Schick  and  Dick  tests  in  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever  respectively,  nor  of  the  new  methods  of  immunization  against  these 
diseases. 

Twenty-eight  primary  vaccinations  and  1 1  re-vaccinations  were  performed 
during  the  year  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Small¬ 
pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1927.

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7— METEOROLOGY. 

Observer’s  Notes. 

Sunshine. — The  sunshine  normals  for  35  years  refer  to  the  duration 
of  bright  sunshine  as  shewn  by  the  Campbell-Stokes  recorder.  In  most  favour¬ 
able  circumstances,  sunshine  can  be  recorded  when  the  sun  is  30  above  the 
horizon,  i.e.,  20  minutes  after  sunrise  or  20  minutes  before  sunset  ;  but  this 
implies  a  very  clear  atmosphere.  In  general,  for  half  an  hour  at  either  end  of  a 
fine  day  there  is  no  trace  of  a  burn  on  the  sunshine  card,  so  that  the  effective 
length  of  the  “possible”  duration  of  “bright  sunshine”  is  normally  about  an 
hour  less  than  the  “length  of  day.”  The  sunshine  recorder  is  situated  on  the 
top  of  the  Fire  Station  tower. 

Rainfall. — A  5"  Gauge  is  used,  the  rim  of  which  is  13"  off  the  ground. 
It  is  situated  about  50  feet  from  the  Town  Mall  on  the  south  side  of  the  building. 

Visibility.— -The  increasing  importance  of  these  observations,  undertaken 
at  the  request  of  the  Air  Ministry,  will  be  realised  in  these  days  of  aviation.
